Soviet Moon Probe Collects 
Rocks, Sends Them to Earth 


MOSCOW, Aug. 19 (UPT).—The 
Soviet Union's latest unmanned 
lunar exploration spacecraft dis- 
patched a load of rock samples 
back to earth today Jess than 24 
hours after it Ignded on the moon. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
gaid a space rocket carrymg 2 
sealed container of rock lifted 
off the moon at 0525 GMT, head- 
ed for a landing Sunday some 
where on Soviet territory. 

The maneuver was carried out 
by Luma-24. which  softlanded 
yesterday in the Soviet Union's 
first successful moon landing in 
four years. It set down in the 
Southeastern part of the Sea of 
Crises. 

“After the landing. the onboard 
aystems of the station were check- 
ed. its position on the lumar sur- 
face was determined and opera- 
tions to scoop out rock were 
started on command from earth,” 
Tass said 

A device for taking samples 
drilled out lunar rock from about 
six feet, Tass said. The rock was 
placed in a container of the re- 
turn craft, sealed and biasted 
off from the landing craft on the 
Luna station, which remamed on 
the moon.

‘Some Ford Aides Are Urging 
Strategy of Provoking Carter

EANSAS CITY, Aug. 18 (NYT).

In Manchester, NEL, 
early this month, he predicted 
the Republicans wowd mount an 
“almost unprecedented vicious, 
personal attack on me...” be- 
cause, he added, the Republican 
party was “going to be desperate, 
and’ in desperation. they will 
turn to personal aftacks—mark 
my words.” 

Mr, Carter has shown himself 
to be sensitive to criticism, par- 
ticularly on questions involving 
his fidelity to the truth. It has 
been part of the litany of his 
campaign that “I will never lie 
to you” and, when he has been 
charged in the past with incon- 
sistencies, he has usually explain- 
ed the facts as he saw them, with- 
out anger. 

He did reply with surprising 
emotion to charges by Rep.

This is an age of personalized 
politics, when presidents are sup- 
posed to identify themselves with 
their programs. Lacking “ego” 
and knowing that these programs 
axe in fact the work of manr 
men and women, Mr. Ford has 
not learned how to take credit 
for the accomplishments of his 
administration. 

Occupring the one office in 
which U.S. citizems seem to 
demand special qualities, Mr, 
Ford in fact is not a very “spe- 
cla] man” and, thus, is not very 
different from a typical American.

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Ford’s Republican Victory 


President Gerald Ford has won ἃ victory— 
marrow but decisive—in the Republican con~ 
vention. It is a narrow victory in more 
senses than one, because the Republicans in 
Kansas City were swept by passions of ideol- 
ogy and geography that concerned theni~ 
selves much more with the less-than-a~- 
quarter of the electorate which is commit- 
tedly Republican than with the remaining 
#5 per cent of the nation. 


Mr. Ford has qualifications that go beyond 
the requirements of many of the delegates 
who stamped and cheered in the Great Hall 
jast night. He did, under very grim circum- 
stances. pull together a government that 
had been severely strained by Watergate: 
he did, cautiously but it must be ad- 
mitted, effectively. guide a nation from the 
depths of a severe economic recession to a 
remarkable degree of recovery And he did, 
equally cautiously. preside over the nation’s 
foreign policy in a period of great change 
and multiplying complexity in the world. 


Doubtless Geraid Ford will seek to capi- 
talize on these advantages when be contests 
the national election this November. But in 
Kansas City he was addressing bimsel! only 
ἴο the Republicans who could give him the 
nomination—and these were. to a greater 
extent than at any time in recent political 
history. with what should have been the 
warming exception of 1964, conservative flag- 


wavers, who persisted in the illusion that 
their policies, or jack of them, could attract 
a majority of votes in a nation whose needs 
have grown far beyond the simplicisms of 
Ronald Reagan and that curious eminence 
grise. Jesse Helms. 

In the process, the Ford camp made» a 
strong and successful fight against the at- 
tempt by the Reagan followers to make good 
his deviation from the right in selecting 
Richard Schweiker as his running mate. But 
the idea of an early choice of vice-presiden- 
tial candidates is not necessarily wrong—it 
was the gamesmanship context that made it 
so Monday night, And the Ford strategy did 
accept ἃ more or less veiled rebuke to the 
President's foreign policy by not contesting a 
Reagan (or Helms) amendment to the plat- 
form that was an old accumutation of moral 
verbiage (about the Soviet Union) which has 
very little to do with the actual world in 
which America must live. 

Mr, Ford's backers believe. and with some 
justification, that the wording of the amend- 
ment is so vague it can serve bim as a gloss 
on his own policies abroad. But in the cam- 
paign he will have to demonstrate that he 
is not accepting the spirit behind the 
amendment, the raw cold war mentality that 
inspired so many Reagan backers. And in 
the meanwhile. he and Secretary Kissinger 
will have to conduct. foreign policy under 
circumstances that are far less simple than 
the Republican convention seemed to believe. 


Seveso Disaster 


The north Italian town of Seveso has been 
the scene of an ecological disaster shat 
sounds the alarm about mankind's fatal 
laggard approach to the problems of chem- 
ical contamination, Seveso’s troubles began 
early this summer when a chemical plant 
process went awry. Temperatures and pres- 
sures soared, and a valve released a white 
cloud of smoke. 

That white cloud contained, among other 
compounds. a chemical called dioxin, ἃ 
highly toxic substance which, even in mi- 
nute quantities, can produce deformations in 
human fetuses. No comparable release of 
dioxin into the general environment had 
ever occurred, and 10 took a week before the 
deaths of avimals and plants and the devel- 
opment of skin ailments in children ied to 
full recognition of the disaster, Since then 
the population has been evacuatedyand some 
pregnant women living in the area have had 
abortions, 

The magnitude of the problem posed by 


this dioxin contamination is indicated by 
Plans now being drawn up to remove all 
vegetation and the earth itself to a depth 
of one foot from the directly affected areas 


and process them in special incinerators . 


capable of producing temperatures high 
enough to disintegrate this persistent chem- 
ical. Houses in the area nearest to the 
chemical plant are to be demolished, while 
structures left standing must be decontam- 
inated. 

Hoffman La Roche, the Swiss pharmaceu~ 
tical firm which owns the Seveso plant, has 
pledged to pay for the material damage. 
But serious questions remain how one of the 
world’s most sophisticated chemical enter- 
prises could sanction 2 process that might 
result in the escape of so notorious a toxin. 
Are there chemica] plants anywhere elze in 


the world which might cause similar di- - 


sasters? The lesson of Seveso demands an 
answer based on careful consideration of 
existing risks.

demand withdrawal of all U.S. troops and 


‘nuclear weapons from South Korea. Both

should surely he trusted to have better sense 
than to fall for such an inhumane and prim- 
itive ruse.

The CIA, in a new study, predicts that the 
Soviet economy will grow by about 4 per cent 
a year between now and 1980. This is about 
1 per cent a year less than envisaged in the 
five-year plan which started this year. It 
means, says the CLA, that Moscow's economic 
problems will be “troubling but manageable.” 

This poses questions that are becoming as 
acute for Western countries as for the Soviet 
Union.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP). 
—Profits ef US. corporations 
grew at a slower pace in the sec- 
ond quarter of the year, the gov- 
ernment sald today, leaving busi- 
ness with less money for new in- 
vestment than in the first three 
months of the year. 

The Commerce Department said 
after-tax corporate profiis rose at 
an annual rate of $14 bilhon in 
the April-June quarter to an an- 
nual rate of $81.1 billion. That 
compared with in advance of 
55.6 billion at an annual rate in 
the first quarter. 

The latest advance put cor- 
porate profits 32.9 per cent ahead 
of a year earlier, compared with 
ἃ 37.2-per-cent year-to-year ad- 
vance for the first quarter. 

At the same time, the Com- 
merce Department revised its pre- 
limimary estimates of the total 
output of goods and services in 
the economy to show slightiy 
slower growth and higher infla- 
tion then originally estimated for 
the second quarter. 

43 ὁ Growth Rate 

Tt said additional data collected 
since the initia} estimate last 
month shows that total output, or 
gross national product. grew at an 
annual rate of 4.3 per cent instead 
of the 4.4 per cent originally re- 
ported. GNP grew 9.2 per cent at 
an annual rate in the first quar- 
ter. 

Inflation as measured in the 
GNP accounts, meanwhile, was at 
an annual rate of 5.1 per cent in- 
stead of the 4.7 per cent original- 
jy estimated. In either case, it 
represented a faster rise in prices 


than the 3.2-per-cent advance in. 


the first quarter. 

The faster inflation means that 
the cost of replacing raw mate~- 
rials and finished goods held in 
inventory went up. 


Inventory Gains 


The Commerce Department fig- 
ures showed that of the $4.2-bil- 
lion growth at an annual rate tn 
profits hefore taxes in the second 
quarter, §3.1 billion was so-called. 
inventory profits. 

But corporations must pay 
taxes on inventory profits as well 
as profits from sales, so the com- 
bined effect is to cut into money 
available for expansion. 

The Commerce Department, es- 
timated that after allowing for 
inflation in profits and the con- 
sumption of capital—such as the 
wearing out of machines—the un- 
distributed profits of corporations 
for the second quarter amounted 
to an annual rate of $16.8 billion. 
In the first quarter, the compar- 
able figure was $20.6 billion. 

The erosion means less money 
available to fuel the business 
spending expansion which most 
economists consider essential for 
continuation of the recovery.
